■ke U A— wiiyaaled bjr SMue of Her Stafl 
Oflleere— A Bhort Interview Bafcre She 
Kmbarked— No Definite Prosran Ar- 
rsnced— Daagoroas For AaMrioaas to 
Travel In Turkey Jtast Hmw, 
Nkw York, Jan. 88.— Miss Clara Bar- 
ton and her staff members of the Na- 
tional Red Cross so< iety sailed yester- 
day on the steamship New York. Those 
who' accompanied Miss Barton were Dr. 
J B. HnbbeU, field agent; Miss Loey 
Greaves, stenographer and typ e wr iter; 
Ernest Mason, interpreter and linguist, 
and George H. Pullman, secretary to 
Miss Barton. In briefly discussing her 
plans, Miss Barton said: 

"I can give you but five minutes. We 
expect to reach Constantinople within 
three weeks. This will allow for delay 
and transfer iu London, Paris and Gen- 
eva. I have no definite plans as yet, but 
I shall mature plans when I reach the 
field of operation. I was asked to do 
tbta work because they could not get any 
one else — I am the porticnlar tool." 

When asked a few spedllo qnestltms, 
Miss Barton replied: 

"I do not know the amount of the Ar- 
menian relief fund. We ace going to 
feed the hungry and that is far as 
we have laid our fdans at pr esent. I 
shall, upon aadTing at Oonstimtinople, 
endeavor to enlist the sympathT of the 
United States minister at that plaoe. I 
do not yet know whether I shall make 
an effort to have an andlenoe with the 
sublime porte himself, and I shall have 
only newspaper knowledge tiiat the 
sublime porte has through the Turkiah 
minister at Washington .annonnoed his 
opposition to the diimbntton of this re- 
Uef fund." 

Spencer Trasik. who is an ofBcer of 
the New York branoh of the society, 
said: "It is the fault of the press that 
antagonism to the Red Gross society has 
l)een shown by the publics and by the 
Turkish government. The Turkish gov- 
firumont interdicted the Red Cross soci- 
ety by name. It has no reason to be 
opposed to the humane desires of the 
society, and it would not be if it was 
not that the pee sp has a ntagoniaed it."

As New Castle is a long distance 
from the Transvaal it is thonRht they 
were smuggled thruuf.h, and therefore 
better represent the sitnatiim than any 
previously received here. 

The messages are signed by J. J. Cur- 
tis, who is a son of George T. Curtis, 
the grandson of J. Storrey, once jnstie.- 
of tne supreme court of the United 
States ana a nephew of W. A. Stoirey. 
the sculptor. The message addressed t<> 
Creswell is as follows: 

'^Bxert yonr iuflnenoe to help Ham- 
mond. He is confined with 00 of us in 
the Pretoria jail. He has been taken as 
one of the ringleaders and unless some 
radical measures are token by oar gov- 
ernment he vfHll be made to soifer for 
the sins of others, for which he is in no 
way responnible." 

The message to Colonel Thornton 
savs: 

"I earnestly beg you to use your in- 
iUience to protect Hammond from the 
. i nsequences of a mistake which ha.s 
been made by others in this unfortun- 
ate business. He is not K"ilty, has been 
wroiiRfullv confined in jail for the pat^t 
10 days and thi' Transvaal government 
rel'i.scs to admit hini to bail."

These are now bought up in large 
quantities, .scented artificiahy and put 
into the market iu advantageous con^e- 
tition with the perfumed violets grown 
by thehorticultorists. Oat flowers which 
lave wilted from time or transportation 
are revived by beiuf; plunged into a 
weak solution of sal ammoniac. Flowers 
which have little or no scent are also 
jierfnmed for sale by being put into a 
MX with ice and then saturated with 
a current of oarbonioaoid charged with 
perfnme.— Loudon Pnblio Opinion.
